Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

The reasons for allowance use claim 1 as illustrative. Wang (United States Patent 
Publication No. 2006/0101369) provides a background in the assembly level code 
generation art for those unfamiliar with the intricacies of the art. 



1 . A computerized method for generating test instruction sequences, the 
method comprising: 

identifying a plurality of operation codes, the plurality of operation codes 
included in an instruction set supported by a processor; 

identifying a plurality of registers, the plurality of registers associated 
with the processor; 

generating a plurality of test instructions, the test instructions generated 
by combining fragments associated with the plurality of operation codes and 
registers; and 

generating a plurality of check instructions, the check instructions 
configured to determine if the test instructions are run correctly. 

Chandra ( AVPGEN-A Test Generator for Architecture Verification) is the closest prior 
disclosing the first limitations. Of the claim, but not disclosing specifically using 
fragments. More particularly, Chandra (Section VII.) does not describe the generation 
for check instructions, and most clearly does not describe function for determining if the 
test instructions specifically are run correctly.
